our clocks we hear the pulse ul itme 
beating life and ita events away. 
In looking back over 1910 we see 
its gains and achievements, its 
wrecks and ruins. But onr object 
in this article, is to take note of the 
deaths that have occurcd in our lit- 
tle town during 1910. While we 
kave been engaged in the busy, 
buttling scenes of Ult f e have been 
nncontcions uf how nsny of onr 
friends and neighbors have passed 
from the active scenes of life and 
are missing from onr midst. We 
understand from our Undertaker;) 
that dnribg the year 1910, twenty- 
five white people and thirteen color- 
ed people have died within the cor- 
porate limiu of Cireenviile, making 
a total of thirty eight persone who 
hailed the daern of the year 19 10, 
but were oiieeia(ftt the dawnof 1911. 
Some died in the spring of life, some 
in its summer bluoai, etkers diuing . 
its autumnal decline. 

We shiii! only take riot- of a 
family that has nearly become ex- 
tinct in Greenville, that of' J.- V. 
Ragon, who was born at Howling 
Green, Warren county, iu 1824, 
and came to Greenville with his 
family in 1868, forty-two years ago, 
and cast his destiny with ttie people 
of tfreenville. lie secured a good 
and comfortable home in which he 
epept the remainder of his dayt. 
His faoiily consisted of a wife, four 
daughters- and one son. He waa a 
saddler by tmde, to which bnsiness
